House Hotel Aquarium. Jimmy Palm- 
er, the manager, gels fish from tvery- 
where. When they are well again he 
sends them home— puts each fish in a 
vaccum bottle two-thirds full of wat- 
er, tightly corked and 
capped nad 


packed in a special box to withstand 
handling.

Haw n Goldfish Acls 
When He 'Peels Badly 


Recently a Toronto man found that 


his pet goldfish was ailing. It would 
lie down on the bottom of its tank 
and look helpless, or it would drift 
listlessly about near the surfact, half 
on its side. He -look it to Palmer and 
asked for a diagnosis. 


Palmer put the fish in a tank, col- 


lected the patient's "case history" and 
wrote- it all clown on the chart. Then 
he kept the fish under observation. 


Unable to find just what was the 


matter, he took it to the Toronto Gen- 
eral Hospital and had itX-rayed. The 
X-ray showed a small jagged stone, 
about the size of a bean, inside the 
lish. Palmer promptly took the fish 
back to the aquarium, operated on it, 
look out a bit of flint, and put the 
fish back in its tank. It lived — per- 
haps happily ever after.
